At an early date, perhaps after the 


Revolutionary period, James Burns 
the first, a robust young man, bold 
and brave though scarcely out of his 
teens, left the scenes of his childhood 
in Franklin county for greater scenes 
of frontier life in the wilderness 
His objective point was Fort Bedford 
in the rugged hills east of the Alle- 
gheny mountains, where the young 
adventurer located a tract of 700 
acres of land—(the records say in 
17S1) on a branch of Shawnee Cabin 
Greek along a tier of hills sweeping 
south, where the tempting ground 
and adjacent streams invited the 
young pioneer to pitch his tent, in a 
wilderness where game abounded 
and streams were alive with fishes 
flashing gold and silver armor. 


James Burns, in his simplicity of 


style, set about to erect a rude cabin, 
gather around him a tew domestic 
animals and open up a small clear- 
ing for vegetables, flax, etc. At that 
remote period roving bands of hos- 
tile Indians made bold excursions 
into the settlements, spreading death 
and fire in their wakes 


In the course of events a large 


tract of land adjoining the Burns im- 
provement was taken up by the elder 
James Taylor, perhaps one thousand 
acres, and subsequently patented by 
James Taylor 1 in 1797. Mr. Taylor 
came from Dauphin county at quite 
an early day, and he was among the 
Scotch-Irish settlers of western Bed- 
ford county, who brought with them 
their religion, industries and arts. 
Mr. Taylor was a genial old gentle- 
man, courteous, benevolent and kind, 
strongly fortified in his Christian 
faith and a zealous worker in the 
Presbyterian church. 


North of the Burns and Taylor im- 


provements, situated on the banks of 
Shawnee Cabin Creek,, was located 
the Shawnee Village, the lodges of 
the great chief and the royal hunting 
grounds of the tribe. 


The descendants of James Taylor I 


still retain the old homestead—the 
third generation in succession. 


James Burns, the great ancestor 


of the Burns family of Bedford coun- 
ty, and James Taylor I were neigh- 
bors and joined improvements along 
the south Wnks of the stream, and 
they were very intimately associated 
by ties of good fellowship. 
James 


Burns was frequently obliged to 
abandon his improvements along 
what is now known asKegg'sRunand 
flee to Fort Bedford for protection 
from roving bands of hostile Indians 
on their marauding excursions and 
massacres of^ settlei-s in their lone 
cabins. 
Among the many Indian 


massacres, all of which lent such 
horror and thrilling interest to the 
frontier life of Bedford county in 
those early days, none was of greater 
moment than the murder of the Tull 
family. 
From traditional facts that 


lamlly consisted of father, mother 
and 10 children,-—-one son and nine 
daughters—all of "whom were, mas- 
sacred except the son who was absent 
from home at the time. Their dead 
bodies, scalped and mutilated were 
scattered about the cabin except one 
or two •which were consumed in the 
flames. 
. James Burns, in his flight from his 
improvement to Fort Bedford, came 
upon the murdered family and the 
ruins of the cabin; indeed his life 
was a thrilling one, filled with inci- 
dents unique in detail and of historic 
value. 
Brave, bold and sagacious, 


he braved the storms of over a cen- 
tury and died at t,he ripe old age of 
101 years, surrounded by children,

his death the intrepid old gentleman 
claimed to be 107 years of age.) 


Major Burns fought under General 


Green in the Battle of Brandywine 
and in many other engagements, and 
I have no doubt he was quartered at 
Valley Forge during that memorable 
winter, without sufficient clothes and 
shoeless. 


From an aged grandson, in my re- 


search I gathered that the venerable 
soldier, in speaking of the military 
campaigns during the Revolution laid 
great stress upon the Battle of 
Brandywine and its disaster. 


In my lengthy research in looking 


up history, I was unable to discover 
the muster roll on which young 
Burns enlisted—at the youthful age 
of 18 or 19, but I learned that many 
muster rolls of Revolutionary sol- 
diers were destroyed by fire in an 
annex to the old State House in Phil- 
adelphia, consequently we have no 
record of many companies and'regi- 
ments, which is a -sad commentary 
and which is greatly regretted by the 
descendants of their Revolutionary 
sires. 


In 1794, during the Whiskey In- 


urrection in Western Pennsylvania, 
when 
President Washington 
was 


obliged to issue a proclamation call- 
ing upon all loyal citizens to obey 
the laws, a large force of armed 
jroops were called out from 
the 


tates. 
General Harry Lee assumed 


ornmand of the military forces in 
;he field, who were in line of duty to 
suppress the insurrection, and the 
entire army encamped at Fort Bed- 
:ord. 
A regiment with their train 


and equipments encamped along the 
old military (Forbes) road for a 
time, more recentu the site of Shaw- 
nee Cabin. While here, Major Green, 
a brilliant soldier in company with 
James Anderson, in search of forage 
'or the army, came upon a large 
stack of oats on the Burns improve- 
ment. 
The Major at once ordered 


lis men to appropriate the oats for 
the use of the army. Burns demur- 
•ed, protested and said to the Major, 
'I have worked hard for that oats; I 
have two good rifles and the first 
vho touches that oats I will shoot 
down, also the second one." The 
Major in a repulsive mood said, 
'Stranger, you will be shot down 
ourself in return," but it availed 
nothing for the iron will of the old 
pioneer 
was steadfast and 
true. 


Tames Anderson intervened and said 
o the Major, "Can't you compromise 
with Burns for the oats?" 
A con- 


ract was promptly made, a quantity 
)f the oats threshed, cleaned on a 
heet and delivered the same day to 
he regiment in camp. 
The Major 


3ought all of Burns' oats for three 
ihillings per bushel, also all of the 
itraw, and the backwoodsman said 
hat he had not seen so much money 
n all his life. I relate the incident 
as a matter of fact, pertaining to the 


eculiarities of the sage old pioneer 
and to show his determined wil) 
hough "blood gleamed in the air." 


An Old Colonial Inn 


About the year 1810, Major James 


Burns changed his residence by dis- 
posing of his improvement on Shaw- 
ee Cabin Creek and purchasing 
rom John Schell the well-known 
mansion farm and improvement situ- 
ited ©n the Forbes military pack_ 
oad, on the first ascent of the Alle- 
heny fountains, In early days called 
he "Four-Mile Tavern." 


The old mansion was a public inn 


when Major Burns took^ charge of it 
and he conducted it as such for more 
than half a century. It was a popu- 
lar tavern between Philadelphia and 
Pittsburg. The guests were liberallj 
entertained 
and 
were 
frequently 


served roast and broiled venison, 
bear steak andqgpoon. 
Wild beasts 


were plentiful and roamed at will 
and the howls of the wolf were heard 
in the forest and the shriek of the 
catamount rang out on the midnight 
air. 


Cumberland's Early Tragedy 


During the excitement at Cumber- 


land, caused by the supposed murder 
of 
his beautiful 
wife by George 


Swearingen, and his execution on Oc- 
tober 2, 1829, which" was witnessed 
by 
4,000 people from Maryland, 


Pennsylvania 
and 
West Virginia, 


among whom were perhaps 1,000 
troops, Capt. (Maj.) James Burns 
commanded the "Fencibles" 
from 


Schellsburg. 
Two companies from 


Bedford were also present. Public 
attention was directed to the hand- 
some young officer in charge of the 
"Fencibles," and Captain Burns gain- 
ed the distinction of being the most 
handsome soldier and attractive of- 
ficer in the camp. 


At the time of this execution ex- 


citement in Bedford ran high and 
every available horse was drawn up- 
on. 
The last of the horses pressed 


into service for Cumberland were fit- 
ted with blind-bridles and wagon 
saddles and ancient spurs. 
J S. 


Schell III, the lone trooper, dashed 
off for Cumberland, post haste, to 
witness the tragic end of the wife 
murderer. Though very young I can 
recall the circumstances of the Cum- 
berland tragedy and the execution.

The Navajo Indian Cross—A Syinbo 


of Benediction, Health, Long 


Life, and Prosperity. 


Owing a great deal to° its popular 


ity just now as an ornament of per 
sonal adornment and usefulness w 
have been requested to publish some 
authentic facts concerning the Swas 
tika. 


The Swastika, "a symbol of pre- 


historic origin, emblematic of a be- 
neficefct Deity, eternal life, benedic- 
tion and blessing, good wishes anc 
good augury"—is now used by the 
Indian basket weavers and makers 
of pottery of the southwest and es- 
pecially by the Navajo blanket weav- 
ers and silversmiths. 
It is some- 


times called "The Navajo Indian 
Cross." 


The Swastika is a symbol—per- 


haps the earliest _known—which has 
been handed down from the prehis- 
toric age. Its history is completely 
covered by a report of Thomas Wil- 
son, curator department of Prehis- 
toric Ethnology, National Museum, 
from which we have the following: 


Cartailhac says of the Swastika: 


It was surely a religious emblem in 
use in India fifteen centuries before 
the Christian era, and thence it 
spread to every part. In Europe it 
appeared about the middle of the 
civilization of the bronze age, and 
we find it pure or transformed into a 
cross, on a mass of objects in metal 
or pottery, during the first age of 
iron. 


And strange as it may seem, the 


sign was in use among the early 
Mound Builders of America. 
Five 


perfect Swastika Crosses of hammer- 
ed copper were found in the Hope- 
well Mound near Chillicothe, O., 
when excavated by Professor Moore- 
head in 1891-1892. 
One of these 


may be seen in the collection from 
this mound in the Field Museum at 
Chicago. 


A more natural evolution could 


hardly be imagined than that, in the 
minds of the early Aryan Nature 
Worshippers, a sign emblematic of 
the blessings of the Deity—of life 
and immortality—should come to be 
closely connected in their thoughts 
with the one element which brought 
life out , of death on the parched 
plains of Asia and made human life 
possible in arid regions where other- 
wise its destruction was certain— 
water, the rain—the one thing typi- 
fying the greatest blessing that came 
from the heavens to man. 


In "Archaeologia," XLIII.Pt. 2, pp. 


324-325, Gregg gives it as his theory 
that the Swastika was a device sug- 
gested by the forked lightning as the 
chief weapon of the air god.

Europe it became the Fylfot or 
Qrutched Cross. 


Under "Fylfot" it will be found de- 


scribed thus in the Century Diction- 
ary. Gregg considers it to have been 
in the first instance exclusively of 
early Aryan origin and use, and that 
down to about 1600 B. C. it was the 
emblem or symbol of the supreme 
Aryan god; that it so continued down 
through the various steps of descent 
until it became the device and sym- 
bol of Brahma and finally of Buddha. 
Later still it was adopted even by 
the early Christians as a suitable va- 
riety of their cross, and became vari- 
ously modified in form and was used 
as a charm. 


The Swastika was used as a sacied

wastika, is by Adelia H. Tafflnder,

'verland Monthly; she gives addi- 
lonal interesting facts: 


When my lady uses this ornament 


s a hatpin, placing it most artistic- 
lly in the right place, she may not 


realize that she is following in form 
a custom which antedates the Chris- 
tian cross, that in ages long forgot- 
ten her pagan sister traced the lines 
of the same symbol upon her fore- 
head with her finger as an invocation 
and a prayer. Swastika is a Sanskrit 
word meaning wealmaking, happi- 
ness, good luck. Archaeology dem- 
onstrates that it was in existence ages 
before the origin of Sanskrit, which 
is one of the most ancient languages. 
The Cheops pyramids, the Sphynx 
and the tombs of the Ptolemies are 
modern in comparison to the an- 
tiquity of this sign of whirling en- 
ergy, of fecundity, of creative power 
in activity 
In Hmdostan, China, Ja- 


pan, Korea and Thibet this cross is 
held in highest reverence. It was the 
emblem of Agni, the fire god; Indra, 
the god of space, and Zeus, the/sun 
god. In China it is called Wan, and 
is an important emblem in the tem- 
ples. It is of such significance that it 
forms a part of the emperor's signa- 
ture on royal gifts. The Japanese en- 
dow it with "ten thousand virtues" 
when as a talisman it is encircled on 
porcelain and is called the Mauji, or 
embroidered, marked or engraved on 
the wearing apparel and articles of 
personal use of'the aged Japanese. 


Some scholars see in the Swastika 


a solar symbol which represents re- 
spectively in its so-called male and 
female forms the annual circuit Of 
the sun to the north and south. 


The arms of the cross, whirling to 


the right, indicate the female, while 
the reverse direction, denotes the 
male. The whirling arms to the left 
are found on very ancient Japanese 
bronzes as well as on more modern 
Japanese faience. 
In Thibet this 


mystic sign is devoutly placed on the 
breasts of the dead. 
The Swastika 


appears in ancient Egyptian records 
and pictures and on the remains of 
ancient Babylonia and Assyria. It is 
abundantly found in the terra cotta 
objects dug up by Dr. Schliemann at 
Troy and Mycenae and conjectured to 
date from 1000 to 1500 B. C. The 
archait funeral pottery of Greece 
bears this ubiquitous seal. It occurs 
in the Swiss Lake dwellings, which 
are set down by competent authori- 
ties at varying ages from three thous- 
and to six thousand years.

But the Berserks ever more 
Made the sign of the hammer of Thor 
Over theirs. 


The hammer of Thor was supposed 


to be identical with the Swastika. 
We are told that the Spanish con- 
querors/of Mexico were astonished at 
finding this cross used by those whom 
they considered ' heathens, and that 
they managed to ingratiate them- 
selves with the natives by displaying;1 
the Christian cross upon their stand- 
ards. 


This' interesting design has been, 


found in the ruins of Palenque, in the- 
earliest remains that exist in, ancient 
Peru, in Brazil and in the prehistoric 
discoveries of the Central American 
states, 
The Alaska Indians have- 


woven it into their baskets to insure- ' * 
good luck and carved it on their to- 
tem poles. The Pima Indians of Ari- 
zona have also used it as a mystic 
symbol in their basketry and inscrib- 
ed it on their leather shields, invoca- 
tive of protection. The Navajos use- 
it in their blankets and hammer it 
out of silver.

of modifications, often connected in 
a continuous scroll similar to the de- 
sign on pottery of the Pueblo Indians.

Crape Dress Goods 


Tp get the most satisfactory effect 


In crape it is important that it shall 
be made up right-side out. There is 
comparatively little difference that is 
distinguishable to the inexperienced 
•eye, but a sure and safe guide is to 
lay the crape flat on the table in 
front of you with one selvage toward 
you; the crinkle should then run 
from the left hand toward the righ't 
(the same as one's handwriting). It 
-will be well to make a cross-stitch 
-with fine white thread upon the right 
side in order to distinguish it, and 
when much crape is used make sev- 
eral of these marks at intervals on 
the large piece to avoid trouble after 
it Is cut. 
Crape folds are usually cut 


across -the width of the good from 
aelvage to selvage, in order that k the 
•crinkles may run bias. If the folds 
were cut bias the crinkles would run 
•straight across them, though very 
•narrow folds, especially for millinery, 


generally cut in this way, as they 


form into a rather pretty roll effect. 
Wider folds after being cut straight 
•on the goods should be joined by 
trimming the ends bias, parallel with 
the line of crinkles, and sewing the 
seam with great care to 
avoid 


stretching. Obviously the seams can- 
not be pressed in the usual manner, 
"but should be drawn over the edge of 
A warm iron that is turned on its side 
<bn the ironing stand, to bring it into 
the correct position for the purpose.

quishmeut of the island by Spain by 
order of the United States. 
As far 


back as fifty years ago filibustering 
expeditions went there from Florida, 
but revolution had not,gathered suffi- 
cient stiength for an auxiliary to be of 
'.benefit. Now and again a leader would 
urise, but after a brief resistance to 
Spanish tyranny would^succumb. Usu- 
ally a price was set upon his head. 


It was during the latter part of thfe 


period of incipient revolution that I 
went to buba as a sugar planter. My 
plantation was in the interior, but my 
office was in Havana. One day while 
at the former my coat was caught by 
a portion of the machinery, and I was 
jerked toward instant death. One of 
my employees, Diaz Martin, of mixed 
Spanish and Aztec blood, pushed for- 
ward and extricated rne a few seconds 
before I would have been mangled but 
"for him. I had been carried to a posi- 
ion so dangerous for any one to enter 
except with extreme caution that my 
rescuer's act was one of great bravery. 
[t surprised rne, for he had all the 
softness of manner possessed by his 
Aztec progenitors. 


I took Martin with me to Havana 


and placed him in a position where he 
might become valuable to himself j& 
well as to me. But he was entirely un-1 
educated, and I found few things of i 
importance that he could do well. In 
order to benefit him I paid him more 
than he was worth. I confess I con 
sidered him shiftless and with no fan- 
cy for hard work. He remained with 
me several years, during which I tried 
him In many positions, in all of which 
tie failed. One day I sent him out on 
an errand, and he did not come back. 
I made an examination of1 my cash 
and found it all where I had supposed 
it was. He had taken nothing, at least 
of mine. 


About this time an insurrection broke 


out in the interior which gave the 
Spanish more trouble than any that 


1 occurred up to that time. The 


people of the section in which It took 
place had found a leader, and it was 
this leader who caused all the trou- 
ble. Such was usually the case with 
Cuban insurrections. The people, who 
were mostly negroes, were incompe- 
tent to defy even for a brief period 
the authority of the captain general 
until some man arose to lead them. 
Nothing was known of the general of 
this insurrection except that he waa 
called Bonito. The government offered 
the usual reward for his head, but the 
government could not get him. 


But Bonito was fighting hppelessly 


Gradually Ms forces dwindled eithei. 
by death or a return to their ordinary 
avocations, and at last the Intrepid in- 
surgent found himself alone. This of 
course meant that sooner or later some 
one In order to obtain the reward of- 
fered for his capture would deliver 
him to the government. 


One evening I remained longer than 


usual at my office to make some esti- 
mates. All my employees had gone 
home, and I was sitting alone at my 
desk, with my back to the door. Sud- 
denly there came to me one of those 
Indescribable sensations which mark 
the imparting of knowledge without 
the usual mediums. Though I heard 
no sound, I knew some one stood be- 
hind me. Turning, there stood Diaz 
Martin. He had entered with the soft 
step usual to him and stood looking at 
me with that mild, dreamy expression 
I had seen in pictures of the Aztec 
Emperor Montezuma. I extended my 
hand, which he grasped with a feeling 
not indicated in his countenance. Then 
I asked him why he had left me and 
where he had been. 


"I received word, signor, that my 


father's little plantation had been raid- 
ed by Spanish troops under a pretext 
that he was disloyal to the govern- 
ment AH he had was taken from him, 
and he was thrown into prison, while 
my mother and sisters were left to 
starve. I could not but go, signor, to 
their assistance. I gathered a force in 
a forest, from which I emerged and 
fell upon"— 


"You are"— 
"Bonito." 
When I had finished gaping at him 


in astonishment, I got from him an 
account of how for a long period he 
had held a province from Spanish rule 
how he had been left alone and had 
come to me as a last hope for his life. 
When he had finibhed, after procuring 
some provisions for him I locked him 
up In my office and went home to con- 
coct a plan for getting him'out of Cuba. 


A sugar barrel, being of extra size, 


seemed to me to be the most feasible 
conveyance. If I could get the man 
whose head was worth $10,000 into a 
barrel and drive him myself to the 
dock, I might put him aboard a ship 
and send him to another land as sug- 
ar. The next morning I went to my 
office, which was in my warehouse; 
long before any one of my employees 
was there. I packed Martin In a sugar 
barrel, with some provisions, a gimlet 
and a little saw, leaving him standing 
on his feet in the warehouse. Then I 
went tv" Breakfast Returning, I or- 
dered a truck to take some sugar to 
the dock where a ship would sail that 
day for New York. Among the bar- 
rels was the one containing Martin. 
Reprimanding the porter for careless 
ness, I rolled It on to the truck myself 
Then, taking a sho-t cut to the dock, I 
rolled every barrel aboard the ship, to 
the astonishment of the roustabouts 
I saw the vessal sail and grow dim on 
the northern horizon. 


A couple of weeks later I received a 


letter from Martin stating that he had 
cut himself out of the barrel and a, 
rived Mfely In a free country.

Cocoanut Pie—Line a plate with 


paste. Fill with the following mix- 
ture: 
Two cups of milk, two well- 


aeaten eggs, three-quarters cup of 
sugar, two heaping tablespoonfuls of 
cornstarch, half a pint of grated 
cocoanut, a pinch of salt, one table- 
spoonful of butter, a little almond ex- 
tract, grated rind, and strained juice 
of one lemon. 
Bake in a moderate 


oven till firm. 


Walnut Cream Cake—To seven 


tablespoonfuls of rolled crackers add 
two teaspoons of baking powder, one 
pound of English walnuts, one pound 
of dates, one and one-half cups sugar, 
and five eggs.

Bake 30 


minutes in a slow oven. 


Short Crust—Weigh half a pound 


of flour, sift it into a bowl, rub three 
ounces of butter, lard or dripping 
finely into it, add one teaspoonful of 
baking powder and a pinch of salt, 
then gradually add enough cold water 
to form a stiff paste. Roll out once 
only and bake in a hot oven.

home from starvation. 


Law and Equity,—words meant to 


signify the same thing are now be 
come almost opposite in meaning 
One man finds stealing the m«s 
profitable business he can engagein 
because his wealth can twist the law 
to cover his criminality,—while an 
other man, because poor, finds tna 
even when it is only starvation thai 
leads him to take but a loaf of bread 
he has to pay the full penalty of the 
law. 
What country—Monarchy or 


Republic—can maintain its place as a 
world-power when it can not admin- 
ister its own laws with a greater de- 
gree of Equity than that? As a mor- 
al force in international arbitrations 
the United States has now no peer 
among nations, but we must look 
carefully to our heart-throbs as all 
the world can count our pulse. 


As I am finishing this letter the 
news of the week is piling up so that 
one hardly knows where to choose, 
what to omit, and when to end when 
once begun. The assassination of the 
King and Heir of the throne of Por- 
tugal on Saturday naturally cojmes 
first, and has horrified the world. 
The bravery of the beautiful Queen 
in attempting to save her son's life 
by giving her own,—the death of 
King Carlos and the Crown Prince so 
soon after they had been removed to 
the Marine Hospital,— and the suc- 
cession of the young Prince Manuel 
to the throne through the death of 
his father and. brother—all these 
events, falling-in such rapid succes- 
sion are too well known to be here 
repeated. We can not, however, for- 
bear to remark in passing that re- 
pressive measures never pacify a dis- 
satisfied people, and that this case Is 
but another illustration of it. 
We 
think that Premier Franco owes it 
more to luck than good-judgment that 
he too was not another victim. Until 
next week I must leave other inter- 
esting items that do not seem to fit in- 
to a hasty report at the end of this 
letter.

HECKERMAN LETTER 


A Visit to Old Kentucky, the Blue 


Grass Country. 
* 


Bowling Green, Ky., Feb. 3, 1908. 
Six weeks more of winter down 
here. When I got up Sunday morn- 
ing and found mercury doing a sprint 
to get below zero I was surprised, 
but when Old Sol came up the sky 
was as clear as a bell and when Mr. 
Groundhog came out he surely saw 
his shadow. We have had three cold 
days down in old Kentuck, where 
your -.writer has been for a week. 
Last Sunday I was at Lexington and 
have not been out of the state since. 
Almost each day as I rode along, I 
would see the horses and cattle out 
in the field hunting the blue grass 
that had been left from the fall. This 
cures itself and the stock fatten on 
it and at the roots #ne will see some 
green, even in severe weather. 
I 
see some corn out yet unhusked, not 
so much, however, as I sometimes 
see. I see quite a lot of hemp out in 
the fields, some is being broken now. 
I went down to Burnside one day. 
It used <to be that I could get a 
freight train about 6 a. m. at Som-

The 
memory of his stories and humor still 
survives in the national capital, where 
few men have been more popular. 


The story of the way Allen got his 


title of "Private" is still worth telling, 
though the incident happened over 
twenty years ago. It was when he 
first ran for congress. His opponent i 
was a General Tucker, and the two' 
campaigned together. The general at 
one meeting told the crowd how he had 
saved their town during the war and 
grew particularly eloquent in describ- 
ing his sleeping in a tent the night be- 
fore the battle. 


Allen, who was not within a hundred 


miles of that battle, rejoined in his 
inimitable manner: 


Friends and Fellow Citizens—It's all 


true what General Tucker told you about 
his sleeping in his tent that night before 
the battle. I know all about it, for I was 
guarding that tent all night long- in the 
cold and wet on picket. And now I just 
want to say to all of you who were gen- 
erals in the war and slept at nights in 
your guarded tents, like General Tucker, 
you vote for him. 
But all you fellows 
that guarded the generals' tents in the 
wet and cold, like me, you vote for Pri- 
vate Allen. 


That speech gained Allen his sobri- 


quet and his election at one and the 
same time.

Speaker," he continued, "there has 
been little in this session of congress 
to inspire a Christian man. to be lo- 
quacious. I am not the only one who 
has been silent in these days. There 
are many of us leaders who are not 
talking much lately." 


Mr. Allen said the Republicans were 


evidently going to select for their can- 
didate a man who had the qualities for 
which the colonel of a cavalry regi- 
ment selected animals for his troops, 
"He must turn quick and go fast" 


MOUNT FUJIYAMA. 


Japanese Pilgrimage to Its Tempcct 
^ Swept Summit. 


Id the people of Japan the mount 


Fujiyama is sacred. The meaning of 
the word is "honorable mountain." 
During that brief six weeks of summer 
when Fujiyama's wind swept sides are 
climbable, writes A. H.' Edwards in 
"Kakemono," the pilgrims come in 
thousands, in ten thousands. 
They 


dress themselves in white from head 
to foot. 
They carry long staves of 


pure white wood in their """hands, each 
stamped with the temple crest, and in 
bands and companies they climb the 
mountain. 


Aiwajs the leader at their head, his 


staff crowned with a tinkling mass of 
bells, like tiny cymbals, chants the 
hymn of Fujiyama 
For six short 


summer weeks they come. Then the 
winds rush down, the snow falls, the 
tempests rage, and Lord Fujiyama lives 
alone. 


No human being has yet stayed a 


winter on his summit, and even in the; 
summer weeks the winds will blow the 
lava blocks fiom the walls of the rest 
houses and sometimes the pilgrim from 
the path. 


Fujiyama stands alone, not one peak 


among a range, but utterly alone. Ris 
ing straight out of the sea on one side 
and from the great Tokyo plain on the 
other, his 12,365 feet in two long curv- 
i»g lines of exquisite grace rise up and 
up into the blue, and not an inch of 
one foot is hidden or lost 
It Is all 


there, visible as a tower built on a tree- 
less plain. It dominates the landscape. 
It can be^seen from thirteen provinces, 
and from a hundred miles at sea the 
pale white peak of Fujiyama floats 
above the blue.

When he 
finally got the floor, he said in a deeply 
Injured tone: 


"There is aa evident disposition on 


the part of somebody to suppress my 
Impassioned oratory. I wish to assure 
the speaker and the house that it is not 
my purpose, and I have no desire by 
my fervid and persuasive eloquence to 
overpersuade this house into the adop- 
tion of any unconstitutional or hurtful 
measure. 
Sir, I would scorn to take 


any such advantage of the weakness 
of the house."

One of the most amusing speeches 


"Private" Allen ever made hi the house 
was in support of the bill to tax oleo- 
margarine. Representative Tillman of 
South Carolina, brother of Senator Ben 
Tillman, had claimed that oleo is su- 
perior to many brands of butter and 
that it was an injustice to the poor 
man to prevent his buying it. In re- 
ply Allen told a story of an old negro 
who had eaten a box of axle grease, 
thinking it cheese. Upon being asked 
how he liked it the old man replied: 


"Fo" God, boss, dat was de ransom- 


est cheese I eber has eat yet" 


"Now, 
Mr. Chairman," commented 


Allen, "I have no doubt that if a prop- 
osition were pending here to prevent 
the sale of axle grease for cheese the 
gentleman from South Carolina would 
deliver us a scientific lecture and try 
to persuade us it was much better and 
more wholesome than cheese and that 
it would be a great outrage on the la- 
boring man to suppiess the fraud." 


At a banquet given by a millionaire 


senator one evening Allen hesitated as 
he was enteiing the magnificent din- 
ing room and then icmaiked to his 
partner: 


"My dear j oung lady, let us pause a 


moment or two. I doubt If I can re- 
strain my feelings." 


There seemed to be trouble on his 


face, and the lady said- 


"Why, 
Mr. Allen, what is the matter 


with you?" 


"I am sad," was his reply. 
"For what reason?" 
"Oh, it makes me sad to look at this 


room. It reminds me so much of my 
own dining room at Tupelo." 


Those who knew poor Allen's finan- 


cial circumstances could appreciate the 
point of his joke. 


When showing one of his Mississippi 


constituents about the house, the de- 
lighted countryman asked- 


"Who 
is the leader of this house?" 


"Oh," said Allen modestly, "you will 


find out when they call tho roll. The 
first man on the list is the leader of 
the house. They are just now getting 
ready for a call." 


The Mississlppian pricked up his 


ears and listened.

"John M. Allen!" 


AERIAL NAVIGATION. 


The First Gas Bag and the First Dir- 


igible Balloon. 


On the 1st of December, 1783, when 


the first gas balloon rose from the 
Tuileries, carried up by Charles and 
Robert, the Marquis de Villeroy, an 
octogenarian and skeptic, declared it 
was tempting God himself. He was 
rolled in his armchair to a window of 
his chateau to witness the impossibili- 
ty of such an ascension. But the mo- 
ment the aeronaut, gayly saluting the 
spectators, rose in the air, the old man, 
passing suddenly from the most com- 
plete incredulity to unlimited faith In 
the power of genius, fell upon his 
knees and exclaimed: "O men, ye will 
find the secret of never dying! And It 
will be when I am dead!" 


The public, easily confounding the 


atmospheric with the astronomic heav- 
ens, already hailed the day when the 
aeronaut would continue his aerial 
course to the moon, to Venus, to Mars 
or Jupiter. 


Pierre Giffard, then Dupuy de Lome, 


tried the first dirigible balloons. Later 
Captains Renard and Krebs in then- 
aeroplane, La France, went from Meu- 
don to Paris and back at the same 
time that Gaston Tissandler was car- 
rying out his fine experiments. But all 
progress was soon stopped by the 
weakness of the motors compared to 
their weight 


Nothing further could be done until 


the arrival of the explosive motor. In 
fact, it was the improvement in auto- 
mobiles which won us the conquest of 
the air.

HE success of George Washing- 


ton seemed to spring from his 
well rounded character, from 
his unselfishness, from his dis- 


interested patriotism and from his aMl- 
ity to inspire in others confidence and 
"esteem. 
In war he excelled as a 


strategist, to peace as a wise and' 
mod- 


erate statesman, In all things as a just 
and noble man. It would be impos- 
sible to place one's finger on any par- 
ticular spot in his*- career and say. 
"This was the turning pbint; this was 
the place at which * Washington was 
made." More than-almost any other 
character in history he was hi all re- 
lations the great, man, yet it is most 
difficult -to analyze him and tell the 
particular thing that made him great. 
Too modest to make a speech, too self 
depreciative to seek his own advance- 
ment, his deeds caused him to shine 
over all orators, and his virtues ad- 
vanced him over all self seekers. Few 
men have received so much adulation, 
and from this there has been a reac- 
tion, yet after all that criticism can 
do the massive proportions of the man 
still stand out to challenge the atten- 
tion of the world. 


At the time he was chosen to com- 


mand the Continental armies Washing- 
ton had rendered no especially con- 
spicuous s.ervice to single him out 
from his fellows. 
His selection for 


that high post was rather due to the 
general esteem in which he was held. 
There are few examples in which the 
individual integrity that we usually 
denominate character counted so much 
for success as in the case of Washing- 
ton. 


He had a prodigious temper, yet held 


it in check; he loved wealth and pos- 
sessed more of it than almost any oth- 
er man in the colonies, yet he would 
not-accept pay for his military serv- 
ices; he met severe reverses in hi 
campaign, yet was too great to be 
crushed by them; he had conspicuous 
faults that would have destroyed a 
smaller man, yet his general rectitude 
was so great that it dwarfed the rainor 
defects. 


There is a general sentiment In man- 


kind that worth means success. Our 
faith in this proposition is often shak- 
en, but the case of Washington would 
seem to prove it true.

ARSHALL FIELD was the 


greatest merchant of modern 
times. He had factories al 
over the world, in almost ev 


ery country of Europe, in China anc 
Japan, in Australia and in North and 
South America. The goods manufac 
tured by these mills he sold through 
his great retail store. He was one of 
the richest men in America, yet made 
far less stir than men with one-tenth 
of his wealth. Moreover, he paid taxei 
on a larger percentage of his posses 
sions than probably any other Amer 
lean millionaire. He never speculated, 
never went in debt and never -was os 
tentatious with his charities. 
The 


world over, his name was the synonym 
for business integrity. In fact, in giv 
ing the three essential qualities of the 
successful business man Mr. Field 
mentioned these: 


"First.—Absolute integrity. 
"Second.—Good judgment 
"Th ird.—Perseverance." 
Thousands of people before Marshall 


Field have stipulated these as neces 
sary factors In success, but" he put 
them In practice. He lived them. 


Personally Field was rather tall, but 


spare. 
He was reticent almost to 


sensitiveness. 
During office hours he 


•was a strict disciplinarian; at other 
times almost a poet. 


Field was a poor boy, the son of a 


New England farmer. 
He early ex- 


pressed a desire to become a merchant, 
and his father secured him a clerkship 
In a village grocery. After the lapse 
of a few months the elder Field asked 
the merchant how the boy was mak- 
ing out and received a discouraging re- 
port. The storekeeper did not think 
young Field cut out for a business 
man. At this the boy doggedly deter- 
mined that he would fool that particu- 
lar purveyor of calico, and he did. 
Going to Chicago, he started as a clctk, 
steadily crowded forward and was on 
the road to success at the time of the 
great tire of 1871. In this he lost prac- 
tically all, but started again with a 
little added edge to bis determination.

[DREW JACKSON was an ex- 


ample of the triumph of "will 
power over difficulties. 
His 


whole life was a history of 


overcoming obstacles. Many of these 
obstacles, perhaps the most serious 
ones, were in his own nature. One, of 
them was a hot anger that constantly 
reared up enemies in his path. Anoth- 
er was a wild and reckless disposition 
hi youth. A third was physical disease. 
One of his military campaigns was 
made at a time when he could hardly 
sit in the saddle because of pain. All 
the latter part of his life he suffered 
from ill health and wounds. 


Of the outward obstacles in the way 


of this Indomitable man, poverty was 
perhaps the chief. The loss of both 
parents In youth added to this handi- 
cap. The second was a rough pioneer 
snvironmeut where his life •was con- 
stantly in danger. The third was the 
ueglect and opposition of other people. 
A.t one time during the Creek campaign 
lie was lett almost alone. Ihe term of 
enlistment of hit, meu. having expired, 
aearly all of them went home. At an 
other time the force under his com- 
mand was disbanded by the govern- 
ment. He was always antagonized by 
the chief men in congress and by all 
the moneyed interests. 


Despite these fearful adverse odds 


he won. There are tew examples ol 
success in all our history more con- 
spicuous. He won against his personal 
enemies at home. He won in'all hit> 
battles. He won over congiebs. Htr 
won against the national bank 
He 


won in his fight with nullification. 


His mottoes are illuminative of the 


man. He often said, "Nothing is d^pne 
till all is done" Another phiase con- 
stantly on his lips was. "A t'.ean vic- 
tory or a clean defeat." When other: 
objected to his plans, he silenced them 
by peremptorily exclaiming. "I will 
take the responsibility." At one time in 
youth, when a raft on which be tried 
to cross a swollen stream was nearly 
swept o~er a cataract, after his escape 
he said he was trying to show his com- 
panions how close he could graze dan- 
ger. He said he would get them oul 
yet, and he did. When the ma&sacie al 
Fort Minis occurred, he was in bed 
with serious wounds, yet he took the 
field immediately, though he had to be 
attended by his physician, who feared 
he would die on his way to camp
